Argentina in ’43

NCOURAGED by the 
ff knowledge that my last 

story, Which dealt with 
some of my traveling exper- 
ences enroute to Buenos 
Aires at the time of my most ; 
recent visit there, seemed to interest a 
great many of my readers, I shall relate 
a little more of this phase of my trip be- 
fore changing to matters more pertinent to 
the cattle business—Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in particular. 

In my last account we progressed as far 
as an unnamed Island in the Caribbean, 
where a United States Naval Squad helped 
to retrieve our plane from soft ground 
where it became mired as a result of over- 
shooting a runway in landing. In the be- 
ginning of this narrative, I stated that an 
airplane journey of this kind, during war, 
involved some hardships as well as thrills 
and interesting experiences. Chief amongst 
the trying things we encountered was the 
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almost constant  survel- 
liance to which we were 
subjected by custom offic- 
ials, emigration officers, and secret service 
agents of the various countries in which 
stops were made. These morning and night 
inspections were particularly rigid in coun- 
tries aligned with us in the war effort, and 
they took on a really serious aspect when 
landings were made at strategic military 
objectives, such as the Panama Canal Zone, 
for instance. No one was spared from go- 
ing through these twice-daily ordeals of 
questioning and inspection which kept one 
going from one official to another for, 
from one to two hours, at each session. 
A traveler with a high priority, or a diplo-

matic passport, received the same scrutiny 
as the others and of this system none ‘could, 
or did, complain, even though it meant get- 
ting out of bed at three o’clock every morn- 
ing, because we realized it was all a part of 
the United Nations’ determined effort to 
restrain enemy agents and saboteurs. 


The second day’s flight, which included 
stops at Georgetown, British Guiana, and 
Cayenne, French Guiana, was comparative- 
ly short, as air travel goes, because al- 
though we left Port of Spain at day break 
as usual, we arrived at our overnight stop 
at Belem, Brazil, rather early in the even- 
ing, which was pleasing to me because I 
was anxious to see as much as possible of 
this most interesting city, which is known 
as the rubber capitol of Brazil. Sitting as it 
does, almost astride the Equator, and at the 
mouth of the mighty Amazon, this tropical 
city of three hundred and fifty thousand or 
more inhabitants, had a peculiar fascination 
for me. Just before arriving there, we 
crossed the vast expanse of the Amazon 
which, at that point is over eighty miles in 
width almost exactly in the center of which 
runs the Equator. The Captain of our 
plane apprised us of the exact time of 
crossing this imaginary line by dipping the 
wings of the plane, he also flew low enough 
to give us a clear view of the dark, turbu- 
lent waters of the World’s greatest river, 
just before it is spilled into the Atlantic 
ocean; indeed, so dark is the water of the 
Amazon that it is clearly discernible a hun- 
dred or more miles out at sea. 

One very interesting feature of Belem is

What’s Cookin’ Doc? 


Big things are being stewed up for the 
next year, and we want you to know that 
the year 1944 should be, and can be, the 
biggest and best year ever known to-date 
in the promotion of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed. 

I know that this sounds rather peculiar, 
since we notice the breed papers have been 
forced to curtail the size of their publica- 
tions. Just had notice this day that one of 
the leading beef breed publications would 
not have any special Christmas issue, and 
that they planned to omit two issues during 
the year. This is to be done to meet the 
requirements set by our government of- 
ficials, who maintain there is not enough 
paper stock for this purpose. 


Now, let’s forget about the curtailment 
of paper and start thinking seriously about 
our cattle business. The past year was one 
of our best and the general trend of prices 
at auction advanced, more men started into 
the business and there was increased activ- 
ity in all sections of the United States. 

During the past year were many top 
sales; many good field days and type con- 
ferences; a few shows in connection with 
sales; many good association meetings and 
what is more important a goodly number 
of new associations were formed for the 
purpose of even greater promotion of the 
breed in the future. 

No one can honestly say what the New 
Year holds in store, nor what the turn of 
World events will be and how they may 
influence this business of producing and 
selling registered cattle. What we do know 
is this—never before in the history of this 
publication have so many spring sales been 
claimed this early in the season. This 
issue contains a list of fifty-eight spring 
sale dates, dates that have been claimed by 
breeders and associations in all parts of 
this country and all*dates that have been 
accepted and booked by the auctioneers. 
We are sure that these sales will go on as 
scheduled. 

In the past the majority of the spring 
sale dates have been set in the few weeks 
following the Chicago International and the 
Denver line Stock Show. For that reason 
it is expected that several additional dates 
will be set in the first few weeks of the 
coming season and it is not unlikely but 
what the spring 1944 season will offer as 
many sales as were held in the entire year 
of 1942. 

This coming season will be the time to 
present the very choicest offerings of cattle 
ever to go through the sale rings of 
America. There will be more buying pow- 
er around the ringside than ever before in 
the history of the breed. We are not deal- 
ing with paper, as we did in the first World 
War period, and the cattle auctions of this 
era are being conducted on a cash basis. 
It is a sound set-up all the way through 
and breeders should appreciate this fact 
and utilize the sale rings this next season 
for the purpose of gaining more publicity 
for their herds than has ever before been 
possible. 

We have attended several association 
meetings and know that the men intend to 
sell top quality cattle in the coming sales. 
I want to go farther than this and make this 
statement, “If you feel you can’t offer some 
of your best cattle then don’t consign to

any of the sales.” Superior type cattle 
always sell well and they will be in demand 
this year. Inferior type cattle will find 
little demand and will only tend to pull 
down the averages of sales that otherwise 
would be listed among the top offerings of 
their area. 

Some breeders think that sales must con- 
tain cattle of all types, top cattle for the 
registered breeders, good cattle for the 
foundation of new herds and those less 
desirable animals commonly classified for 
the Farmer trade. You have now to prove 
that there is any so-called Farmer buyer. 
The farmers are business men interested in 
improving their herds and we have watch- 
ed them pitch bids in competition with top 
buyers for the better kind of cattle. This 
year we will have an opportunity to divide 
some real cattle among the nearby farmers 
and it will be a big boost to the breed 
and place good cattle on many more farms 
of this country, a thing that has been long 
desired and is now possible since those men 
are in a position to buy better quality cat- 
- — they previously felt they could af- 

ord. 


The many sales of the coming season 
will not meet the demand for registered 
Aberdeen-Angus, but will tend to publicize 
the breed to the point that more men will 
desire to own cattle of this breed that has 
come so rapidly to the front. It will result 
in more private treaty sales at the farms. 


Certainly there will be a big demand for 
pure bred sires. Most of the spring sales 
offer large numbers of bulls, and in the 
past we have noticed that in sales where 
thirty bulls are offered that the ten less 
desirable animals would sell at prices no 
higher than the breeder had been offered

ing very carefully, weed out a third. rs 
bulls in each sale, sell the herd gj of the 
pects and those good rugged bulls % re 
auction and retain the rest on the f bs 
to take care of the private treaty ay 
which should be better this year th = 
before. You will make more money b : 
ing so as those less desirable bulls vil rf 
at the farm less all sale expense and a 
you more cash money in the long run ™ 
_I can point out several county asso«j 
tions that have offered real quality offer 
ings, weeding out the less desirable 
mals, yet letters from members of those 
associations will read that they are a 
pletely sold out, since the good association 
sales have drawn many private treaty buy. 
ers into that area that have purchased all 
available surplus cattle. All associations cay 
do the same thing and we would like to see g 
few less animals in the public auctions and 
a higher average price, for this will benefit 
every man who owns animals of the breed. 

Now to get back to the paper situation 
We find it possible to print a larger than 
usual issue for our Holiday season. We 
are not soliciting advertising by mail for 
we know plenty of material will arrive to 
make a real January number. We have 
enough now to make possible an issue of 
nearly one hundred and sixty pages, If 
you desire to join fellow breeders in this 
special issue we will be glad to accept your 
display advertising, but ask that it arrive 
in this office by December 25th, or earlier, 
Once the paper is laid out and the first 
pages start to press we will accept no more 
space. Thank you, one and all, and may 
the coming Holiday Season find you well 
and happy.

Making New Records 


A contributing factor to the Aberdeen- 
Angus slogan of “the breed with a record” 
has been the long list of grand champion- 
ships piled up by Black steers in inter-breed 
competition. While 1943 has seen some 
curtailment of fat steer competition, there 
have been some unusually good shows held. 
Records sent to the Association office from 
238 shows, national, interstate, state, dis- 
trict and county, indicate that competition 
has not been lacking the past year. 

In 215 county fairs held from November 
1, 1942, to November 1, 1943, Aberdeen-An- 
gus steers won the grand championship 144 
times or 67 per cent of the time. The oth- 
er two breeds have 25 per cent and 8 per 
cent championship winnings. 

In twenty-four shows Aberdeen-Angus 
have won the purple nineteen times. The 
grand total for 239 shows held the past 
fiscal year, of which the Association has 
records, Aberdeen-Angus have won 163 
times against fifty-eight and eighteen for 
the competition. ; 

One of the recent major show victories 
for Aberdeen-Angus was scored at_ the 
strong junior show at South St. Paul, Min- 
nesota. Here the inter-breed purple went 
to a Black fed and shown by Robert Holst, 
Jr., Plainview, Minnesota. It was the fourth 
straight year for Blacks at St. Paul. In 
the twenty-six years of competition at St. 
Paul, Aberdeen-Angus have had the grand 
championship eighteen times with the oth- 
er two breeds tied with four each. This 
year’s grand champion at St. Paul sold for 
$2.00 per pound.

In spite of the beef ceiling order in ef- 
fect, Aberdeen-Angus loads are giving a 
very good account of themselves on the Chi- 
cago market. In fact, it would seem that

On to Denver 


Next major event on the Association 
calendar is the National Western Stock 
Show at Denver, January 15th to 22d. 
Aberdeen-Angus headquarters will be 
the Cosmopolitan Hotel. Because of 
wartime activity in and around Denver, 
it is essential that those contemplating 
a visit to the National Western make 
their hotel reservations now. 

Entry figures for the special 5-bull 
group show and sale at Denver indicate 
that the 1944 event will be “bigger and 
better” than the very successful event 
held in January of ’43. Premium money 
for the bull group show has been in- 
creased to $3,000.00. Sale of the bulls 
will be held Wednesday, January 19th. 
All bulls will be sold in lots of five. 
There are three age classifications for 
the special bull groups at Denver: bulls 
calved before September 1, 1942; bulls 
calved from September 1, 1942, to 
December 31, 1942; and bulls calved 
after January 1, 1943. 

Aberdeen-Angus money in the breed- 
ing classes at Denver has been increas- 
ed to $7,000.00. 
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running even higher than before October 
27th. For in the limited number of loads 
bringing over the $16.00 price, a high per- 
centage of the packer purchases are Aber- 
deen-Angus. 

Among recent good sales was the $16.00 
paid Ed Zumdahl, Ogle County, Illinois, No- 
vember 10th for twenty-one head averaging 
1295 pounds. This was the top of the day. 
Mr. Zumdahl on October 20, “B.C.”—before 
ceilings—received $16.95 for twenty Blacks 
averaging 1341 pounds. This price, it ap- 
pears, will be a Chicago top for some time 
to come. 

Top for lightweights in Chicago Novem- 
ber 10th was the $16.50 paid Schmidt Broth- 
ers, Clinton County, Iowa, for seventy- 
three Aberdeen- Angus averaging 1082 
pounds. 

John Stevens, Warren County, Illinois, re- 
ceived top prices November 11th for his 
shipment on the Chicago market. His 1047 
pound yearlings topped at $16.15, and his 
1031 pound Aberdeen-Angus heifers topped 
their division at $15.75. 

On the Omaha market November 10th, 
Aberdeen-Angus feeder calves sold twenty- 
five cents above the next highest prices for 
W. W. Goodin, Sheridan County, Nebraska. 
Fifty-eight steer calves weighing 392 
pounds brought $14.25, and forty-eight 
heifers averaging 391 pounds sold at $12.25, 
both sales well above white face competi- 
tion. Mr. Goodin, well known for the qual- 
ity of his feeder calves, usually buys his 
bulls each year at the Nebraska Aberdeen- 
— Breeders’ Association Sale at Colum- 

us. 

On the Chicago market November 8th, 
Gail McCall, Union County, Iowa, sold 
thirty-five head of 1085 pound Aberdeen- 
Angus steers at $16.50, extreme top of the 
market. He also marketed thirty Black 
heifers, weighing 975 pounds, at the top 
price of $16.10.

OT MANY YEARS AGO, Mr. Allan 

A. Ryan established a herd of Aber- 

deen-Angus cattle at Ankony Farm, 
located near Rhinebeck, New York. It is 
the opinion of the writer that at first, the 
cattle were purchased to consume some of 
the roughage on the farm and to help build 
up the soil. However, well bred cattle, (and 
these were a well bred group, with almost 
all, if not all, of them coming from Briar- 
cliff Farms), have a habit or a tendency to 
grow on one, or again to be more correct, 
the ownership of good well bred stock 
causes one to become more and more inter- 
ested in them. That interest in turn has 
the effect of awakening a breeder to the 
real possibilities of producing breeding 
stock, and as the interest grows, the study 
of the breed and the effort to produce bet- 
ter breeding stock becomes a definite part 
of the life of the individual. 
Soon, the desire to show a few 
cattle is aroused, and next 
comes the need for an exper- 
ienced cattleman, the search for 
a better herd sire, and the pur- 
chase of additional females of 
excellent type and conformation 
and with a _ background of 
breeding that assures the new 
man of a greater success. 

The above may or may not 
describe the establishment of 
the herd at Ankony. Yet it is 
quite clear that after a start, 
Mr. Ryan became more and 
more interested, and when the 
opportunity arose, secured the 
services of Jimmy Ironside, well 
known herdsman at Briarcliff. 
Jimmy Ironside is not an ama- 
teur in the business of select- 
ing, feeding, fitting or showing 
cattle, and as the farm manager 
at Ankony, has had much to do 
with the success that this firm 
has already enjoyed. That he 
will continue to play a major 
role in the advancement of Ankony Farm’s 
Aberdeen-Angus can be readily expected. I 
have visited at Ankony on several occasions 
in recent years, and never have I found 
Jimmy Ironside unless he was hard at work, 
and I mean at hard manual work. Yet, his

cattle, (all cattle are the 
herdman’s) always give the 
appearance of having had 
excellent care, and the cattle 
exhibited by and consigned 
from Ankony have made a 
good showing and sold at at- 
tractive prices. 

But back to the next job 
that Mr. Ryan did in build- 
ing the herd. The selection 
of a bull was not easy, and 
when Blackbird Barry was 
added at an International 
Sale a few years ago, it was not expected 
by everyone that he would prove to be the 
great sire, that he now must be classed. 
Blackbird Barry is a son of Blackcap Barry, 
a many times winning son of Bandolier of 
Anoka, the 1931 International junior cham-

pion bull, bred by Edwards Brothers, of 
Watford, Ontario.

Perhaps, this concentration of 
the blood of Bandolier of Anoka, combined 
with the blood of the 1926 International 
grand champion, Quality Marshall, has con- 
siderable to do with the manner in which 
Blackbird Barry is breeding. Needless to 
state the pedigree is excellent, and pedi- 
grees are of major importance in the breed- 
ing of good live stock. However, Blackbird 
Barry is not only a well bred bull and a 
good breeding bull, but is the kind of an 
individual that his pedigree would suggest.

Tulsa County, and a tour of the herds 

consigning to this Tulsa sale, it had 
been my contention, in visiting with mid- 
west breeders, that this would be one of the 
top sales of the year. Sale day proved this 
to be a fact for buyers from far and near 
were on hand to assist in the distribution 
of the cattle. 

It would be hard to point out all the high- 
lights of this event, since every minute 
spent in Tulsa was most enjoyable. The 
evening prior to the sale found a large 
crowd on hand for the social get-together, 
a banquet held at the Mayo Hotel under the 
auspices of the Oklahoma Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ and the Northeast Oklahoma Ab- 
-erdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associations. 


Mr. Jay P. Walker, president of the latter 
mentioned group, served in the capacity as 
toastmaster, with a program that moved 
along smoothly and quickly. Speakers were 
well chosen, talks were brief and to the 
point and all based on subjects of concern 
to those cattlemen present. 

On Saturday morning, October 23d, 
promptly at ten o’clock, the judging of the 
show cattle commenced. Mr. Otto G. Nobis, 
owner of Wilton Farms, Wilton Junction, 
Iowa, was the judge of this show and his 
placings met with the approval of all pres- 
ent.

16th 660451, by Revolution 3d of Strath- 
more. This was a Kershaw entry and sold 
in the sale to Mr. T. R. Jones, Tuckerman, 
Arkansas, for six hundred and twenty-five 
dollars. Mr. Kershaw consigned nine head 
to the sale that sold for an average price of 
eleven hundred and thirty-six dollars. 

The third class of *bulls was headed by 
Even Estha Prince 712343, a son of Quality 
Prince of Sunbeam, consigned by the Okla- 
homa A. & M. College. This good young 
bull was purchased in the sale by B. F. Pal- 
lett, Dewey, Oklahoma, for five hundred 
and fifty dollars. 

The fifty-nine head of females were di- 
vided into six classes. Class one was head- 
ed by Pride 2d of Redbud, consigned by H. 
L. Corbett, Tulsa. This class contained eleven 
females, with this first place heifer later go- 
ing to J. Pat Beaird, Shreveport, Louisiana. 
Mr. Beaird attended the Northeast Okla- 
homa field day on August 18th and return- 
ed to Tulsa purposely for the Okiahoma 
sale after inspecting several herds during 
his first trip to this area.

HE RALPH CHILDS FAMILY of near 
Manchester, Iowa, diversified farmers 
and cattle raisers, on November 13 
were presented the first in the Rural Elec- 
trification Administration’s national series 
of awards “For Distinguished Service in the 
Production of the Nation’s Food Through 
the Use of Rural Electric Power.”

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HERE was no judging show held in 

( connection with this annual fall sale, 

but a banquet and get-together meet- 
ing was held on Tuesday evening, with a 
total of sixty-one persons present for this 
event held at the Evans Hotel, headquar- 
ters for the cattlemen attending these sales 
at Columbus, Nebraska. 

The Columbus Chamber of Commerce has 
always cooperated wonderfully in helping 
to make these Nebraska State Sales suc- 
cessful, and for this meeting they supplied 
music during and after the dinner meal, and 
the secretary of this organization welcomed 
all to Columbus and wished the consignors 
the best of luck for sale day. 

Mr. R. A. Spence, vice-president, presid- 
ed over the meeting and acted as toast- 
master. Robin called on several of the vis- 
itors for short talks. One of the guests, 
whose talk was most interesting, was Bur- 
dette Nygren, Wayne, Nebraska, a one time 
consignor to the Columbus sales and who 
now is a P38 pilot, having completed fifty 
missions over the European war theaters 
and now home on furlough. Burdette is 
much interested in the Aberdeen-Angus 
business, took time from his short time at 
home to attend the banquet and also spent 
the following day at the ring side. He was 
a most welcome guest. 

Following the short talks a colored movie 
of Sandhills cattle was presented. This was 
a three reel amateur film produced by a 
couple of Nebraska Sandhills ranchmen and 
showed the work involved in taking a herd 
through an entire season. It depicted pre- 
paring for winter feeding, how the hay was 
fed to the range cattle, calving time, wean- 
ing and branding, feeding cake, dipping, 
and other work. The shipment of feeder 
steers to the corn belt, the steers in the 
feed lots and then on the way to market, 
with final scenes showing the carcasses on 
the rail and the product in the cases of the 
butcher shop. It was a very fine film, with 
one exception, it was all about Herefords, 
but the general handling of the cattle was 
the same as with commercial Aberdeen- 
Angus.

Many regular range buyers were on 
hand to select needed herd bulls and several 
new men were on hand to buy for the first 
time. The best bulls sold very readily and 
commanded good prices, with the forty-two 
bulls averaging three hundred and five 
dollars. 

Several out of state buyers were present. 
Carlton Corbin, Ada, Oklahoma, and Henry 
P. Meyers, Norman, Oklahoma, were pres- 
ent and made purchases; A. W. Lambert 
and Mr. Staley, Yuma, Colorado, and W. E. 
and Orlo Snide, Jackson, Michigan, complet- 
ed the list of out of state buyers at the 
ring side. Mr. Snide purchased one of the 
good bulls. Evidence Eileenmar 5th, con- 
signed by L. D. & R. A. Spence. 

Top bull was Bell Boy Darlor 16th, con- 
signed by Wm. Williams & Son. This was a 
little March 12th, 1943 son of Bell Boy W. 
8th, a real prospect that went to George 
Hutchinson, Loretto, Neb., for eight hundred 
and seventy-five dollars. Second top bull 
was Queen’s Biack Knight 3d, a March, 
1942, son of Blackcap Repeater. consigned 
by Albert Kircher and purchased by a com- 
mercial breeder, Hugh R. Sears, Merriman, 
Nebraska, who told me that one corn belt 
feeder was, and had been for several years, 
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taking all of the feeder calves they could 
produce on their ranch. 

Several other commercial men purchased 
herd bulls. Swanson Land & Cattle Com- 
pany and W. W. Piercy, both of Kennedy, 
Nebraska, left their commercial herds wad- 
ing in a foot of snow in Cherry county to 
attend this sale in quest of good bulls. Mr. 
George Downing, Whitman, Nebraska, con- 
fided to me that he came to the sale to buy 
just one bull but went home with five bulls 
and three heifers, one heifer for himself, 
one for his son and one for his nephew, 
three year old Marty D. Downing. Mr. 
Downing also told me that he recently sold 
one hundred and eighty-three head of com- 
mercial cattle to Joe Minor, Hyannis, Ne- 
braska, fifty-three cows and calves at one 
hundred and forty dollars each and seventy- 
six heifer calves at fifty-three dollars a 
head, which figured up to nearly fifteen 
cents a pound.

The fourth consecutive year an Aberdeen- 
Angus steer was grand champion at the 
Minnesota Junior Livestock Show, which 
this year was held in South St. Paul on 
October 11th to 14th. This brings the count 
for the twenty-six years the show has been 
held to eighteen for the Aberdeen-Angus 
with the other eight championships being 
equally divided between the other two ma- 
jor beef breeds. 

Robert Holst, Jr., fifteen years old of 
Plainview, Wabasha County, Minnesota, ex- 
hibited “Mike”, his grade yearling Aber- 
deen-Angus steer to the grand champion- 
ship at this event. The reserve grand cham- 
pion was a yearling Hereford exhibited by 
Doris Cunningham of Pipestone, Pipestone 
County, Minnesota. Robert’s calf was 
dropped April 30, 1942 on the Holst farm. 
His mother is a grade cow sired by Black- 
capmere 134th 494710. A Battles bred bull 
by Ericmere 45th 449641 and out of Black- 
cap of Rosemere 55th 426157. Mike’s sire 
was Viewlawn Elba 105th bred by the Mil- 
lers of Harmony and Prosper, Minnesota. 
Viewlawn Elba 105th was sired by Earl 
—_— of Ada and out of Viewlawn Elba 
24th. ; 

Robert writes that he started Mike out 
on oats and legume hay on October 26, 1942 
and gradually worked ground corn and oil 
meal into the ration until it was about two- 
thirds corn. Later on some barley was 
worked into the ration in place of the oats. 
This ration was continued until July 3d 
when the calf went on to a ration of crack- 
ed corn, liquid molasses and oil meal. 

Mike is the first grade Aberdeen-Angus 
steer in recent years to win the champion- 
ship at the South St. Paul Show. Mike was 
a good Aberdeen-Angus type, short legged 
and thick with a thick covering of smooth 
flesh and made a popular champion. The 
reserve champion of the show did not crowd 
him as closely as is customary at this show. 
The quality of the steers in general at the 
show was perhaps not up to recent years

but the champion steer would have been 
the contender at many of the stronger 
shows. 

Mike sold for $2.00 per pound in the au- 
tion on the closing day of the sale.

This 
calf was bred by Earl Walkins, Garretson, 
South Dakota and was sired by Barb 2d of 
Page 493681. 

The winner in the light weight class was 
shown by Norman Bendixen of Morgan, 
Redwood County, Minnesota. This calf was 
bred by M. L. Snyder of Madelia, Minne- 
sota. 

The heavy weight winner was shown by 
Gene Teuchert, Fairmont, Martin County, 
Minnesota.

OTHING makes the owners, the field- 
N nen and the auctioneer more depress- 
1‘ od than to have a top quality offering 
of cattle to move through the ring and to 
have too few contending bidders on the 
eats, and that was exactly the situation we 
faced aS the Martin and Cutler cattle passed 
through the sale ring at Delhi, Louisiana, 
on Monday, October 25th. 


This was an offering that should have 
been worth a great deal more money, es- 

cially in this day and age when the better 
quality of cattle at auction are so much in 
demand everywhere. It was just one of 
those days, yet those cattle will be ap- 
preciated by the new owners, will go ahead 
and produce profitably for them and some 
day in the near future the number of breed- 
ew in that area will increase until a sale at 
Delhi will induce men from far away to at- 
tend for the purpose of selecting good in- 
dividuals for foundation breeding purposes. 


One of the nicest young bulls that any- 
one could have hoped to see sell in an auc- 
tion was Barmar Black Marshall 700290, 
consigned by Mr. C. C, Cutler and purchas- 
ed by Dr. N. L. Norman, Colfax, Louisiana. 
The top female was Pride of Evemar Land- 


scape 584094, consigned by W. P. Martin 
and purchased by W. R. Hammitt, Port Gib- 
son, Mississippi. 


The bull demand was better than that for 
the females. Twenty-seven head of good 
young bulls went through the auction for an 


average of three hundred and eleven dollars, 
equalling the prices paid for young bulls in 
many of the better sales of the mid-west 
and south this season. The twenty-nine fe- 
males averaged slightly over two hundred 
and forty-five dollars and should have 
equalled the bull average. Nevertheless 

essrs. Cutler and Martin plan to go ahead 
developing cattle in preparation for another 
auction and when it is announced I hope 
that everyone in that area remembers that 
this will be a good place to buy the right 
kind of breeding cattle. The report fol- 
lows. Cols. Roy Johnston and G. H. Shaw 
were the auctioneers.

What a grand job he did 
last spring has not been forgotten, for the 
Michigan Breeders’ Sale last spring aver- 
aged $855.00 and was at that time the high- 
est average made by any state association 
sale in a score of years. Colonel Thompson 
has a mark at which to aim, that of better- 
ing last spring’s average. He can do it with 
the help of the Michigan breeders. 

Mr. Brown writes that, as we well know, 
in former years, plans for the sale had been 
a matter for discussion at the annual meet- 
ing in February during Michigan’s Farmers’ 
Week. But, in order to present a better 
offering of cattle, to give the consignors 
plenty of time to select and get their cattle 
ready for the sale, letters have been sent 
to all members for their nominations and 
that the response has been very gratifying. 
The Journal knows that this procedure will 
do much toward staging a better sale. The

KILL CATTLE GRUBS 
SAVE MEAT AND LEATHER. 


Many tons of critically-needed leather, 
meat, and milk are each year sacrificed to 
cattle grubs in Missouri, says Henry H. Bak- 
er of the University of Missouri College of 
Agriculture. The loss in the entire country 
is variously estimated by entomologists and 
stockmen at $50,000,000 to $120,000,000 an- 
nually. 

Producing dairy animals and beef stock 
are in the class of essential war plants, and 
as such deserve equal protection from 
enemy assault. Cattle grubs are enemies. 

The grubs are responsible for the fa 
miliar warbles or lumps which appear on 
the backs of cattle from December to April. 
Grubs which have matured leave the backs 
of their hosts and drop on the ground to 
hibernate for a month or longer. _ They 
emerge as heel flies about the size of 
honey-bees and start their search for heels 
of cattle on which to lay their eggs. 

The destructive career of the grubs be- 
gins when these eggs hatch and the tiny 
maggots make their entry through the atl 
mal hide. Throughout the summer and fal 
they feed and fatten in the body tissues. 
Gradually working their way upward, = 
finally spend the last month of their gm 
lives in the backs of their hosts, taking a 
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rough small holes punctured through the 
thro

Suitable sprays require the 
pl of power equipment and are most econ- 
cnical only for the larger herds of cattle. 
4 folder entitled “Kill Cattle Grubs,” 
which provides detailed instructions for 
treating, is being issued by the Missouri 
College of Agriculture. Copies may be se- 
cured from county extension agents.

meh in St. Louis county carried 60 head 
of yearling steers for 135 days this year 
as a result of proper soil treatments and 
good management. The 32-acre field had 
been limed, manured, and fertilized before 
seeding to grass, clover, and lespedeza in 
the spring of 1941. In terms of beef the 
return was about 500 pounds per acre pro- 
duced this year. There are practically no 
weeds on the entire field as a result of 
keeping them from going to seed by mow- 
ing two or three times each year.

The history of all long established breed- 
ing herds is interesting, and the history of 
Badgerlawn is no exception. In the year 
1890, Mr. Philip Roesch, a Civil War vet- 
eran, farmer and stock buyer saw a new 
breed of cattle while attending the Fat 
Stock Show in Chicago. Their smoothness 
and hornless character appealed to him 
since when a young man he had been struck 
in the side by a horned ox which left a life- 
time scar. Mr. Roesch tried to buy some 
of these Aberdeen-Angus at that time, but 
could not get a price on them within his 
reach. 

In the spring of 1891 Mr. Roesch went to 
Prosper, innesota and from the John 
Milne herd selected a two year old heifer 
named Minnesota 11712 and a _ yearling 
bull, Bonaparte 13756. These were shipped 
by train to Specht’s Ferry, taken across 
the river by boat and were the first Aber- 
deen-Angus ever to set foot on Grant 
County, Wisconsin. 

More cattle were purchased, some from 
Amos Hall & Son, Abingdon, Illinois, and 
the herd continued to grow. In 1896 Mr. 
Roesch moved from his small farm at the 
edge of Potosi onto a larger farm four 
miles north of Potosi and went into partner- 
ship with his son-in-law W. L. Gelbach. 
The commercial cattle on the farm were 
gradually sold off until only the registered 
herd remained. It seems that the Badger- 
lawn herd contained much of the imported 
blood lines, with those good sires, Juryman, 
Hanton, Young Viscount and others well 
represented in the tabulations. One of 
their foundation females came from the 
Chas. Escher herd, Longbranch Deda, half 
sister to Dolly Copeland, dam of Glenfoil 
Thickset 2d, the three times International 
Champion bull.

Each year the state sale is held on a dif- 
ferent consignor’s farm. This year the host 
for the day was Mr. L. A. Sloan, Imboden, 
Arkansas, Who also was host for the recent 
arkansas field day and type demonstration 
earlier this fall. ; 

This sale came right in the middle of a 
series of auctions held in the middle west 
and south. No less than three and some- 
times as many as five of us were travelling 
companions, five of us riding together to 
this Arkansas event, with the party made 
up by Col. Roy G. Johnston, Bill Barton, 
Claude Willett, Frank Whitehead, owner of 
Airport Farms, Kahoka, Missouri, and my- 
gif. We had two Pullman sections from 
Springfield, Missouri, to Hoxie, Arkansas, 
with Frank Sharing my berth, a lower, and 
we did not roll about much this night.

monies and he was assisted in the arrange- 
ment and plans by R. S. Oetzel, County 
Agent of Van Wert County. During the 
stop at Mr. Duprey’s Lincoln Ridge Farm 
he pointed out a nineteen year old cow that 
had produced fifteen living calves. In re- 
sponse to questioning he said that he did 
not believe this cow would produce any 
more calves and that even though she did 
not he would probably never ship her to the 
butcher, but just retire her on a pension 
there at the farm as long as she lived. 


At the farm the crowd also saw a group 
of bulls and steers about one year old run- 
ning together. This constituted the Duprey 
crop of bull calves for 1942. One of the vis- 
itors pointed out a particularly attractive 
steer and said: “Rei, I believe you made a 
mistake in castrating that one.” To which 
Mr. Duprey replied: “I believe you are 
right but I would much rather make a mis- 
take in that direction than the other way, 
and as a matter of fact there are still one 
or two bulls in this group which I may yet 
castrate.” 


At the farm of E. J. Duprey & Sons a 
fine herd of females was seen. They are 
using a bull which came from the Wayland 
Hopley herd at Atlantic, Iowa. This bull is 
getting some typey calves. Mr. Duprey is 
the father of Bob Duprey, serving as Field- 
man with the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association. 


The first stop of the day was made at 
the farm of Owen & Snyder which is one 
of the longest established Aberdeen-Angus 
herds in northwestern Ohio. At this stop 
a seventeen year old cow that is still pro- 
ducing was shown to the visitors. The herd

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On a bright October day 
Northlane recently I set out to 
drive from Winnipeg to Brandon to attend 
the annual meetings of the Manitoba Live 
Stock Associations with my son Noel at 
the wheel. On the way we decided to make 
a call at Northlane Stock Farm and look 
over the cattle with Mr. Harry Leader, M. 
P., who is rebuilding the herd that he dis- 
persed in October 1941. We found Mr. 
Leader at home and within a very few min- 
utes we were out among the cattle. The 
nucleous of an excellent herd has been as- 
sembled and includes such good females as 
Blackcap of Northlane 14th -59675-, by Ei- 
leenmere 153d -55054-; Blacklass of North- 
lane 22d -58356-; Blackcap of Northlane 
13th -59175-; and Erica of Northlane 8th 
-57759-, by the same sire. Also Pridetta 
of Loamlands 3d _ -65049-; Pridetta of 
Northlane 16th -56435-; Erica of Northlane 
10th -63975-; and Blackbird of Northlane 
10th -65045-, all by bulls bred at North- 
lane. 

The calves at foot are all sired by En- 
chanter of Northlane 3d -66149-, by the 
great breeding bull Enchanter of Bordulac 
2d -60699-. Calves by this latter bull and 
from the Don Head herd, Richmond Hill, 
Ontario, averaged over $600.00 each at the 
sale held at Watford in October 1942. At 
the sale held at Watford recently Don Head 
entries sired by Enchanter of Bordulac 2d 
averaged over $1,400.00 a head. He is like- 
ly to rate among the top sires of the breed 
within a very short period and there are 
three good sons from excellent Northlane 
dams in Manitoba at the present time. The 
cows in the Leader herd are all bred to En- 
chanter of Northlane 4th -66148-, out of 
Blackwood of Northlane 19th -56793-, and 
by Enchanter of Bordulac 2d -60699-. He is 
a deep bodied, short coupled bull and will 
add to the quality of the very excellent herd 
that Mr. Leader has assembled. When his 
son, T. A. Leader, comes out of the army 
we may hear of Northlane again as fre- 
quently as we did in years gone by. 


After leaving Northlane 
Dalemere Stock Farm we decided to 
make another short side trip about sixty 
miles further along the road so we found 
ourselves at Dalemere Stock Farm just be- 
fore lunch time. It was here that the late 
E. S. McDonald developed one of the good 
herds of Western Canada, very largely 
from animals purchased in the first place 
from Northlane. One of the good families 
that he has retained however came from 
Mr. James Turner’s Bonnie Brae Stock 
Farm at Carroll, Manitoba. I refer to the 
Islay’s tracing to Sunnyside Inez -3178-, 
which will be remembered by those who are 
familiar with the records of the Chicago 
International. After this herd was estab- 
lished it soon became well known for the 
excellent steers which were produced. It 
is probably fair to say that Mr. McDonald 
produced as many champion steers as any 
other breeder in Canada. The steers in- 
cluded Perpetual Advocate the grand cham- 
pion steer at the Toronto Royal Winter 
Fair in 1934, the grand champion at the 
Manitoba Winter Fair in 1934 and many 
others. The Toronto champion was one of 
the best steers that I ever saw. 

When Mr. McDonald died five years ago 
his only son William then under 20 years 
of age was left in charge of 960 acres of 
land and a large herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle any many problems which the long 
years of the depression had left behind. The 
task was a difficult one for so young a 
man, but he mastered the problems of the 
farm and herd notwithstanding a long 


period of low prices for grain and cattle. 
Page 60 


For two or three years after he took over 
the youthful manager of this herd could not 
give it as much time as he would have liked 
because other problems of farm manage- 
ment took much of his time. During this 
period however the herd continued to in- 
crease, but it did require some checking 
over. A year ago I purchased eighteen 
head which the owner felt he could spare 
and subsequently some additional females 
were sold. A herd of approximately sev- 
enty head of all ages was reduced to about 
thirty-five head. The result is that today 
although he only has about twenty breed- 
ing cows they constitute one of the best 
groups of females in Manitoba. For thick- 
ness and massiveness they are hard to beat. 

There are ten Blacklass (Blackbird) cows 
of which eight are sired by Northlane 
Blackecap Bard 2d -44418-, by Blackcap 
Bard -36661-, Harry Leader’s great sire 
which was by Bardell and he by Faultless 
Pass. Northlane Blackecap Bard 2d is out 
of Blackcap of Northlane -35009-, by Prize- 
mere 12th -30099-, the grand champion bull 
at the Brandon Provincial exhibition in 1924 
and the greatest sire that Mr. Leader ever 
owned. Two of the Blacklass cows are by 
Northlane Eribard 3d -46141- another son 
of Blackcap Bard out of Enfileen -36569-, 
the grandam of the winner of the get-of- 
sire prize at the Chicago International in

Even at that, we came j 
high over the city that as we made a “ 
circle over it, I could not distinguish - 
familiar landmarks. But soon I could nd 
out the famous harbor of Rudyard Ki 
ling’s Seven Jewels, the lofty Sugar Lot 
the great Figure of Christ on the opposit, 
mountain top, and finally the fashionable 
seaside resort, Hotel La Cabana. Unlike 
any other airport of which I have ay 
knowledge, the one we landed on at Rio De 
Janerio is only a stone’s throw from the 
city. In fact, it seems that the plane drops 
directly down into an opening completely 
surrounded by buildings, the waterfron 
and other obstacles. I was told, by pilots 
that the mental hazard of landing there js 
greater than on any other field of its king 
in the World. But despite this, after cir. 
cling until the right runway was clear, ow 
pilot brought us down with such skill that 
it was difficult to tell when the wheels 
struck the runway. It was a great relief 
to us to be on the ground again and a joy 
to be once more in the fascinating city of 
Rio, although we were to See little of it this 
time as we left early the next morning for 
Buenos Aires, which was our final objective. 
The two stops we made before reaching 
there were both interesting, one being at 
the beautiful city of Sao Paulo, known a 
the coffee capitol of the world, and the oth- 
er, Asuncion, the capitol of Paraguay. Hov- 
ever, the most interesting sight of all o 
this flight was the famous Iguassu water 
falls which are more mighty and more spec- 
tacular than our Niagara Falls. In order 
that we might get a good view of this ma- 
jestic water display, which is shared by 
both Argentina and Paraguay, our plane 
made several circles over the series of falls 
at low altitude. Although, I am not insen- 
sible to such scenic beauty as mountains,
